aro really simple nnd easy understand,
Thoy nro all sense terms, porhnpn
tho Identical you would choose wcro
you authorised create vocabulary of
photoplay vordq and phrases.

The photoplay or nccnarto Is tho pictured
action of story. Technically Is neither

photoplay nor scenario, but rathor
photoplay scenario. Actually makes not
ono lota of difference what you call It, If
tho editor understands you. Is bound
to bo confusing If wo attempt show just
whnt scenario Is and Just what the dif-
ference thnt exists between and
photoplay. As It Is, In nny case, of little,
practical value, wo will pass on.

Tho fitfo Is tho name of your photoplay.
Is unnecessary to comment on this. The

selection of titles will bo taken up

The lender or stitrllle'. Thero nre the
written words used to explain action dif-
ficult or Impossible to show by means
of action alone. They are also used to cover
a. lapse of time, as, for example, the com-
mon phrase, "the next day."

Technically speaking, these words are
neither lenders nor subtitles. Tho leader
la the blank strip of film used to thread up
n reel on the projection machine. It comes
Just before the first title so that the picture
may start In Its proper place, on th
other hand, the word subtitle Is Incorrect
because they nre not subtitles.

Thli Is anything put Into a
scone that Is not actually part of the pho-
tographic action Under this head como
letters, telegrams, etc In n broader sense
leaders and ctiHn-tccttfcr- s aro inacrta, but
tho word has a moro restricted meaning
and usually refers to letters, telogramB,
notes, nowspapor clippings and tho llko.

A dissolve. This la tho gradual Intro-
duction or fading away of a character or
Bcene within a scene.

A vision.. The Introduction of another
scene Into a scene.

To differentiate, we will give an example.
Supposo Mary is seated In n chair ns In
sceno 20, beforo given. She Is thinking of
John, who she knows Is many miles awny.
He seems to appear beforo her ho Is d

In but when she stretches up her
arms toward him ho vanlshos ho Is dis-
solved out.

Now suppose Mary, seated In tho chair,
conjures up n happy day spent In tho coun-
try with John. In ono corner of the scene
will appear another scene of John nnd
Mary rowing on a lake Tho picturo will
bo smallor, but It will show us what Mary
Is thinking about,

This Is a vision. Tho difference between
a dissolve and vision Is that John becomes
part of tho scene with Mary In the dissolve,
whereas It la another sceno altogether In
tho vision.

A ode. This Is tho gradual dissolving of
tho end of a ncono Into tho beginning of tho
next. This Is cnuRed by closing and open
ing the diaphragm of tho camera.

Supposo we wish to get over a passago
of time. Perhaps Mary Is tempted to rush
Into tho next room nnd exposo her lover to
tho police. She bollovcB that ho has been
untruo to hor nnd Is resolved to got even.
Wo ado out on her nnd fade In, Indicating
a passago of time while Bho wrestles with
her anger when wo Jade in sno lias con-
quered her baser self.

Wo havo not given all tho technical terms
used, but wo havo given all that nro neces-
sary for a start. From tlmo to tlmo moro
words and phrases will bo Introduced, but
with tho ones given hero today wo can
now go forward with tho development of
tho action In tho next article of tho serlcB.

ENGLAND PLOTTED TO GET
U. S. IN WAR, SAYS JUSTICE

New York Jurist Says British Sought
American Alliance

SYRACUSE, N. Y Juno 6. That Eng-
lish statesmen had been plotting for years
bofore the war to luro the United States
Into military alliance against Germany
was assorted by Supremo Court Justice
John W. Goff at an Irish memorial meeting
tonight

"Undor tho gulso of poaco compacts, blood
relationship and Ungual adulations," he
said, "a propaganda, organized nnd sup-
ported by English Secret Service money
nnd private wealth, has been carried on for
tho purpose of seeking an American alli-
ance In tho preaent war, which had long
boen contemplated."

"Men may bo Bhot, but their Ideas will
live," Justice Goff continued. "To tho
American citizen of Irish birth or blood It
Is causo for deep gratification that on moro
than ono occasion ha has been an Important
factor In defeating England's doslgns to
embroil America In hor world schemes ofconquest and plunder."
